Financial Report for 
1929 


A deficit of $3,360.25 in the opera- 
jon of the Edmonton schools during 
the year 1929 was revealed when the} 
audited financial report covering this 
neriod was presented to the Edmonton 
public school board at its regular 
meeting on Tuesday evening. 

In contrast to the 1929 figures are 
those of 1928, which show a surplus 
of $27,774.66. 

Revenue during the year 1929 was 
derived from the following sources: 
City of Edmonton tax levy, $1,258,000; 
movernment grants, $78,591.47; sun- 
dry, $24,884.41, making a total of $1,- 
361,475.88, 

Expenditi es for 1929 totalled $1,- 
264,836.13, the largest item of which 
was salaries and wages totalling $906,- 


427.02, Debenture redemption inter- 
est was $273,707.90, 
In the preceding year, 1928, the 


total revenue was $1,285,972.60, de- 
rived from City of Edmonton tax levy, 
$1,190,000; government grants, $76,- 
928.52; and, sundry, $19,044.08. 

The total expenditure figures for the 
game year were $1,258,197.94, the larg- 
est item in this case also being the 
salaries and wazes, amounting to 
$857,088.84, with the debenture re- 
demption and interest standing at 
$255,027.88. 

During 1929 an amount of $84,582.76 
was added to the capital accounts, 
the largest items being construction 
work on the Oliver school, $39,757.99, 
and the Spruce Avenue school, $33,- 
150.25,

during 1929 rendered $19,287.10,
